It is estimated that if the fire 
at 
the Graham high school building last 
night had had twenty minutes more 
of a start, the building would hav e 
been in ruins this morning. The blaze 
started in the boiler room and it was 
somewhat of a miracle that it 
was 
ev er discov ered. 
The fire company 
found it a rather stubborn fire to 
fight, and one to which it was hard to 
get. 
The damage to the Wilding will 
probably not amount to ov er one hun­ 
dred dollars. 
• The origin of the fire Is somewhat 
of a my stery . 
Whether it was the 
work of an 
incendiary 
or a 
tiny 
mouse will nev er be known. 
The for­ 
mer theory is practically ex ploded by 
the fact that no doors 
were found 
open and the person who might, hav e 
started the fin* would not hav e had 
time to get away before the fire wa- 
diseov ered. 
Tlu* fire started in a pile of waste 
paper which had been left in the boil­ 
er room to start a fire this morning. 
It spread to the partition between the 
boiler room and burned that way . 
A 
pile of cobs which 
was 
used for 
kindling also caught on fire. 
The 
story told last night that the coal was 
afire was incorrect, as school authori­ 
ties say the fire nev er reached the 
Coal. 
There was only a small amount 
in the bin-. 
School authorities arc inclined to 
believ e the blaze was caused by a 
mouse. 
They say that matches arc 
< ften found 
on the 
floors of 
the 
school building and in the waste pa­ 
per baskets and that one might hav e 
been carried to the boiler room. 
Martin 
Carroll, a 
former 
high 
school student,

Six th street, was on his way home 
when he 
discov ered the 
fire.

and looked back.

We, tlie undersigned grand jury for 
the February term of the Rush circuit 
court, respectfully report to the court 
that pursuant to the court’s instruc­ 
tions we v isited the v arious institu­ 


t i o n s belonging to the county and re­ 
port as to their condition 
a s follows: 
We found the inmates of the poor 
farm to be v ery old and infirm, but 
found them well fed and clothed. 
We 
found the 
building in a deplorable 
condition phy sically and unfit abso­ 
lutely for the purpose of caring for 
the inmates. 
We found the women’s 
quarters upstairs, the stairway there­ 
to being v ery narrow and steep and 
such that it is almost impossible for 
the women to 
ascend and 
descend 
without assistance, to our mind 
a 
v ery grav e condition in case of fire. 
We find it necessary for these wo­ 
men to climb down this narrow stair­ 
way and go out of doors and into a 
closet on the outside of the building 
to answer calls of nature. 
We find no hot water sy stem for 
bathing and no water to flush closets 
and n«» sanitary sewers of any kind; 
we find it necessary for all the in­ 
mates. both men and women, to go 
out of doors and across stfine floor 
and walks to go to the dining room. 
At tlie time we were there this walk 
was icy and 
dangerous.

cooked in p ap er bags has brought p ie 
alm ost to the p ass w here I feel sur­ 
feited of such fare. 
It has m ade me 
w onder, too, if m y .readers will n ot 
be likew ise glad to get back to hom e­ 
lier fare, at least for one day , an d 
th a t fare p ossibly p erfect roast m ut­ 
ton . 
Choose a saddle, if y ou w an t th e 
very best. 
Buy it a day ahead o f th e 
co o king, have the rib-ends cut short 
and n eatly roun ded, w ash it quickly , 
salt it very , very lightly , brush over 
w ith m elted b utter an d vin egar—a tea- 
ep oon ful of each m ixed—and keep in 
a co o l, airy p lace un til ready for cook­ 
ing. If it is han gin g outside, it should 
be well w rap p ed in dam p cheese cloth 
an d hen ee will n eed n o m ore w ashin g 
w hen brought in for cooking. G rease 
a bag th a t w ill be a loose fit, very 
thickly , clarified drip p in gs an sw erin g 
for this b etter th an butter. 
Sp rin kle 
fine herbs in p ow der lightly over the 
m eat, also a very little m ore salt, red 
an d black p ep p er, an d a few drop s o f 
tobasco, chili vin egar or W orchester- 
shire sauce. M elt a teasp oon ful o f ta rt 
jelly , curran t or crabap p le, in a sp oon­ 
ful of claret, lem on juice or vin egar, 
add a teasp oon ful cf good butter, mix 
w ell, and brush th e m eat well over 
w ith the m ixture. 
Save an y rem ain ­ 
de r for the gravy later on.

complaints about high prices are too 
ordinary to excite more than passing 
comment. 
“It is not a m atter of tariff, as 
some people believe, because living is 
getting higher in all of the nations of 
the \y orld. The condition is tru e ev­ 
ery where and economists every where 
are try ing to solve the problem of the 
cause. 
The government of England, 
France and Germany have had com­ 
mittees investigating the causes for 
a y ear or more and President T aft’s 
recommendations along this line are 
well k nown to every American citi­ 
zen. 
“The French committee has made 
a partial report and concludes that 
the rise in prices in that country , 
starting in 1887, is due to the lessen­ 
ing of the ru ral property and growth 
of the cities. 
President Taft has 
pointed out in a message to congress 
that in spite of investigations on an 
international plane, no results are a r­ 
rived at for the reason that no two 
countries y et estimate the prices 011 
the same basis and that for this rea­ 
son no helpful comparisons can be 
made. 
“But it occurs to me that this in­ 
crease in prices may be due in part to 
more simple reasons than we are able 
to believe. 
Tak e the city of Rush- 
ville and other towns in 
the same 
class. 
W hat do we find? 
Why con­ 
ditions are much different than they 
were twenty 
y ears ago. 
We 
can 
recognize it here as well as elsewhere. 
There is no use going away into poli­ 
tical economy to solve all these prob­ 
lems. 
The answer for some of them 
is much nearer home. 
“One cause for the increase of the 
cost of living 
for the 
dwellers 
in 
cities is very plain. 
The number of 
city people who partially supplied 
their table with food from their own 
city lots has become so small as to 


no longer be of any importance on 


the producing side. 
Twenty 
y ears 
ago Rushville, it is safe to sav, there 


hvere a t least 100 cows k ept by as 
many private families. Some had two 
or three. 
These supplied that num­ 
ber of families with milk , cream and 
butter, and even with ice cream, cot­ 
tage cheese and junk ets. 
It was a 
common sight to see a boy gathering 
a dozen cows from different homes 
each morning and driving them to 
pastu re and returning them at night. 
It has been a number of y ears since 
this was done, and the expense of 
what was gained from this source is 
now thrown entirely upon the farm s 
and the wages. 
At that time nearly 
every outly ing lot of the city had its 
pig, which fattened from the table 
waste and garden truck , cost little 
and supplied a family with whole­ 
some meat for the winter, and lard, 
sausage and 
other 
products. 
All 
these are now purchased at the meat 
mark ets by these same families, and 
at high prices. 
“Today the city boy never sees a 
pig inside the city limits. 
So scarce 
have they become that a census enu­ 
m erator when ask ed how many pigs 
he found in this district, said it was a 
curious fact that he k new of only 
one, and that was in a town where an 
ordinance forbade it to 
be 
k ept. 
Twenty y ears ago most of the resi­ 
dents had their gardens, and during 
the summer months the table was 
largely 
supplied 
with 
all 
garden 
tru ck at -a small cost for seeds and 
a few hours’ pleasant work in the 
evenings. 
With increase of houses 
and cutting up of lots, the acreage 
devoted to this use formerly has been 
reduced to a negligible qu antity in its 
value of sustaining life, with the pas- 
singof the garden an added obligation 
has been placed upon the farm to 
supply the difference. 
“Another thing which 
is 
rapidly 
disappearing is the poultry y ard, as 
an institution for the private family . 
Of course, there are still many peo­ 
ple in Rushville who raise poultry . 
And the quality is much better than 
ever before. But the back y ard broods 
for the ordinary family are getting 
away from us. Rushville used to be a 
poor egg mark et because nearly ev­ 
ery body raised enough eggs for ho mo 
consumption. 
This, with the family 
cow and the pig, k ept down family 


expenses. The family hen has dimin­ 
ished in number in about the raitio of 
twenty to one in the past two de­ 
cades. 
All of which has not had a 
tendency to decrease the cost of liv­ 
ing. 
“The 
sau erk rau t 
barrel 
also 
play ed its part in the domestic econ­ 
omy of the past. 
Each fall it was 
filled and did its part in k eeping down 
the cost of living, exciting the appe­ 
tite with its odor and aiding digestion 
by its wholesome acids. 
The sau er­ 
k rau t barrel has been carried to the 
garbage furnace, and the article is 
now bought at double what it cost to 
mak e in the home. 
“Restrictive ordinances have driv­ 
en the pig and cow from the city lots, 
increase of building has cut down the 
size af the gardens and the poultry 
y ards, and lack of thrift have caused 
the beef and sau erk rau t barrels to be 
abandoned. 
The city dweller no lon­ 
ger depends upon his home y ard to 
help his pock etbook , but raises ev­ 
ery thing over the telephone. 
It may 
be easier, bu t it costs more; and the 
complaint of high prices is becoming 
louder each y ear as more of the peo­ 
ple join the non-producing class. Mul­ 
tiply the change that has tak en place 
within the last 20 y ears in Rushville, 
by the number of growing cities and 
towns in the United States, and then 
mak e comparison with the small in­ 
crease in the food 
production 
on 
farms, and the resu lt will be a start- 
lincr one.”

comin g sprin g season of forest clean ­ 
in g, which an n ually en tails a loss of 
hun dreds of thousan ds of dollars in 
the state through forest fires. 
A sprin g fire, started to clear out 
un derbrush in a forest, has created 
more hav oc in In dian a than thous­ 
an ds of the small fires in cities of the 
State, accordin g to the belief of the 
state board. 
The bulletin declares 
that farmers should take the utmost 
care to reduce firin g to a min imum 
wherev er possible. 
The bulletin fol- 
ows: 
All of our town s an d cities are 
well eq uipped for fightin g fires, an d 
as soon as an alarm is giv en ev ery­ 
on e becomes in terested in puttin g it 
| out. 
But bein g well prepared for 
: fightin g fire, an d by prompt action , 
| the loss in a 
majority of 
cases is 
small an d is usually fully cov ered by 


j in suran ce. 
C on trast this con dition with out 
forest fiies. 
In In dian a the town ­ 
ship road superv isor is the legal fire 
warden , whose duty is, when lie dis­ 
cov ers a fire, to employ help 
to ex­ 
tin guish it. Are the road superv isors 
aware of their duty in this matter, 
an d are they eq uipped for fightin g a 
fire? Hav e they had an y in struction 


a s to how to con trol a forest fire? Is 
eaeli district properly 
posted 
with 
“fire s i g n s , ” which may be had free 
by writin g to the State Board of For­ 
estry? 
The fact that the fightin g forest 
fires are n ot good, makes it more n ec­ 
essary to exercise great care in their 
prev en tion . 
The sprin g forest clean ­ 
in g will soon be here an d the utmost 
care should be exerted to prev en t the 
escape of fire. 
When a woods or 
meadow burn s ov er, the loss is al­ 
ways greater than gen erally con sid­ 
ered. 
When a fire goes through a 
forest it n ot on ly kills 
the 
youn g 
growth but the growth of the trees 
n ot directly in jured by the fire is re­ 
tarded for years, because the forest 
cov er has been burn ed, which re­ 
tain s the moisture n ecessary for for­ 


est con dition s. 
The loss in a forest 
fire is total because there is n o in - 
♦ 
suran ce. 
Howev er, if the loss sus­ 
tain ed is caused by other than the 
own er of the property the state law 


prov ides: 
“ That an y person 
who 


shall set fire to an y woods belon gin g 


to an other or shall place a fire on his 


property an d permit it to spread to 
the woods of an other shall be liable 
to a fin e of n ot less than $5.00 or 
more than $50 an d be liable to the 
own er for the full damage sustain ed.” 
If our fire law should be more rigidiy 
en forced it would force people to be 
more careful an d thus 
in sure 
the 
safety of « our forests. 
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“Rural school teachers are largely 
respon sible for the depopulation of 
the coun try districts.” 
This declaration is made 
by 
Dr. 
Fred Mutchler an d W. J. Craig, two 
members of the faculty *of the Ken ­ 
tucky State Normal school, in a mon ­ 
ograph which they hav e written for 
the Un ited States Bureau of Educa­ 
tion for gen eral circulation . These 
two educators assert 
that rural 
school teachers set the faces of coun ­ 
try boys an d girls towards the city 
by idealizin g city life. 
The ten den cy of the rural schools 
to en courage emigration to the city, 
says the gov ern men t publication is in 
con seq uen ce of the fact 
that 
the 
course of study in most rural schools 
is merely a copy of that giv en to the 
city school children , without refer­ 
en ce to the differen t en v iron men t an d 
local n eeds of the coun try child. 
As 
a result of giv in g the coun try child an 
education modeled on city lin es, the 
authors declare that “ teachers ev ery­ 
where, with 
rare 
exception s, 
hav e 
idealized city life, 
an d 
un wittin gly 
hav e been poten t factors in in ducin g 
youn g men an d women to the city’.” 
“This mov emen t often carries some 
of the best blood an d brain of the 
commun ity in to the city, often to be 
lost, wasted or destroyed: certain ly 
to be lost from the rural commun ity. 
It is possible an d right, in deed a duty, 
to dign ify rural life an d to sav e to it 
an d its in terests the best blood of 
the coun try.”

THE PROCTOR LAW IN 


PRACTICAL OPERATION 


How Number ot Saloons Has 


Been Lessened. 


In dian apolis, March 4.—The n u mber 
of saloon s in this city has been re­ 
du ced from 7 7 6 , the n u m ber of licen ses 
in effect when the Proctor liqu or law 
took effect in March, 19 11, to 6 9 6 . Ou t 
of the chaos which reign ed in the 
qu estion of liqu or licen se application « 
for a large part of last y ear, after the 
act became effectiv e, a semblan ce of 
order has come, an d n ow the gran tin g 
of liqu or licen ses u n der the v ariou s 
clau ses of the Proctor law rapidly is 
becomin g almost a m atter of rou tin e 
with the board of cou n ty commission ­ 
ers. 
The commission ers say they can 
n ot thin k of a qu estion abou t the law 
which has n ot been raised du rin g the 
last y ear. 


Gradual Reduction Promised. 


Althou gh the redu ction in the n u m­ 
ber of saloon s in Marion cou n ty is 
eighty , the decrease in retail saloon s 
is slightly more than that, as some of 
the 6 9 6 licen ses issu ed are for whole­ 
sale hou ses. 
At the rate of redu ction 
the first y ear, it will be fou r an d on e- 
half y ears from the time the act took 
effect u n til the n u mber of saloon s in 
the cou n ty is down to that fix ed u n der 
the ratio made by the commission ers 
April 3, 19 11, before a n ew licen se can 
he gran ted. 
The ratio fix ed by the commission ­ 
ers was ©n e saloon for ev ery 7 00 per­ 
son s, an d it was said at that time that 
the cou n ty was en titled to 39 3 saloon s. 
An estim ate of ten y ears to redu ce to 
that n u mber was made by some of the 
commission ers.

Along Hygienic Lines— Results Will 


Be Watched With Interest by Health 


Authorities Over the Country. 


In dian apolis, March 4.—Un der the 
su perv ision of Dr. W. F. Kin g, assist­ 
an t secretary of the board, the first 
state su rv ey of tu bercu losis con dition s 
in In dian a, an d the first in the Un ited 
States, has been in itiated by the In ­ 
dian a state board of health. 
That 
it will resu lt in a great serv ice to the 
citizen s of the state alon g hy gien ic 
lin es is presaged by the complete man ­ 
n er in which it is in ten ded to complete 
the su rv ey . 
Figu res, compiled especially for the 
work by the attaches of the state 
board, are tak en from the records of 
In dian a cou n ties on the tu becu losis 
qu estion for the last ten y ears, an d 
the su mmary , while n ot completely an ­ 
aly zed. shows astou n din g resu lts, the 
chief on e bein g that the disease reach­ 
ed its highest poin t in death rate in 
the y ear 19 04 an d steadily decreased 
its an n u al harv est of liv es in the state 
from that y ear to the close of 19 11. 
Sin ce the state board began to k eep 
tabu lated statistics on disease con di­ 
tion s throu ghou t the state, tu bercu lo­ 
sis satistics hav e been watched close­ 
ly , an d the presen t resu me of the ten - 
y ear period is a climax to the work of 
the board again st the “white plagu e.” 
That the resu lts of the presen t ex ­ 
amin ation in to the plagu e con dition s 
in In dian a will be watched with in ­ 
ten se in terest by health au thorities 
throu ghou t the Un ited States is assu r­ 
ed. 
Prepara Ion s already are u n der 
way for an ex hau stiv e an aly sis of the 
situ ation , based on the figu res com­ 
piled by the hoard’s attaches, an d the 
begin n in g of a more 
comprehen siv e 
fight again st the plagu e than ev er be­ 
fore has been attempted. 


SHORT OF FOOD 


One of the Direct Results of England’s 


Big Coal Strike. 
Lon don , March 4.—The scarcity of 
food as the resu lt of the coal strik e 
is comin g to the fron t. 
The shortage 
of m eat threaten s to be immediate in ­ 
stead of gradu al, owin g to importin g 
firms stoppin g Au stralian an d Argen 
tin e cargoes n ow on the way here. 
They hav e n ot the coal to m ain tain the 
refrigerators, an d realize that the car­ 
goes will pu trify if they are lan ded. 
They hav e con sequ en tly telegraphed 
to in term ediate ports, holdin g u p the 
steam ships with m eat cargoes. 
A fish famin e is also in prospect. 
The high price of coal prev en ts man y 
traw lers from work in g at a profit, an d 
thirty of these boats hav e been laid 
u p at Leith alon e. All foodstu ffs, with 
a few ex ception s, hav e adv an ced in 
price.
